Irby In his speech applied the i^verest 
language to Mcj;<aurin, and h§ «ame to 
the froni and me cheers tor him were 
deafening. Irby then said his enemies 
were trying to howl him down. Chair­ 
man Purdy then said that it was the 
desire to give Irby a respeotful hear­ 
ing and he asked that he not repeat the 
insulting language. If he could not be 
respectful they did not want to hear 
him. Irby went on then and character­ 
ised McLaurin as a "rUig-streaked. 
striped and speckled politician.” etc. 


Finally McLaurin^ who ha4 turned 
pale. Jumped up and faced him saying: 
“Irby let's have an understanding right 
here. We have known each other some 
time. You can’t iu:cuse me of dishon­ 
esty. You can't insult me In that way." 
The two men faccd each other. Irby 
replied that he had said it and added: 
“I say further that if you hit me you’ll 
he hit back.” At this juncture Editor 
Appdtl rushed u d to McLamrin and told 
him he wouM nave a reply. 
Charles 
Emanuel ruMied in and said to Irby 
**No one but a coward would talk that 
way.” Irby replied that no one but a 
ooward would insult a guest.

Him. 


CORSET STAY SAVES HER LIFE. 


Th« Bull«t*s Prosr«M Is Stopped by 


th« 8t««l Stay and H*r Lif« Is

Peter 
Peterson, ^ a 
disappointed 
lover, sbot his sweetheart Sunday af­ 
ternoon because of her 
indifferent 
attitude, and then tried to send a bullet 
through his own heart, but was pre­ 
vented by the father of his victim. 


The girl whom Peterson tried to kill 
was Miss Lizzie Harris, daughter of 
M. Harris )wrho lives on Ogden avenue. 
The bullet from the enraged lover’s 
revolver lodged against a steel corset 
stay and went no further. 
The in­ 
denture made in the piece of steel by 
the bullet caused a slight flesh wound 
which the doctor says will result in no 
injury to the young lady. The bullet 
found lodgment about an inch below 
the heart and had not its progress 
been arrested by the corset Miss Harris 
in all probabilities would not be alive. 


Petenon made no particular effort to 
escape. He was detained by the father 
of the girl until John Spink arrived 
who turned him over to Officer Fye 
who in turn delivered him to Constable 
Sinsabaugh, which officer took him to 
the county jail where he now occupies 
a cell, mourning because he did not 
succeed in ending his own life.

Once Peterson and Miss Harris were 
sweethearts, but lately the latter’s 
love has turned cold and although she 
permitted Peterson to call upon her she 
regarded him with the most aggravating 
disdain. Saturday they were together 
all day, and Saturday n i^ t Peterson 
was entertained at the Harris home. 
Sunday he refused to sit down with 
the family to dinner and while they 
were eating he lay down on the sofa 
and went to sleep. 
.

Upon awakening he went out in the 
yard and sat down in the shade to medi­ 
tate on his troubled courtship. In a 
few minutes he returned to the house 
and inquired for Lizzie. Her mother 
told him she was out and would return 
in a minute. When she came in Peter­ 
son invited her to a seat with him in 
the yard. She made no reply and 
walked into the house, he waited for 
her on the lawn a short time and again 
entered the house. She was lying on 
the sofa. He knelt by her and again 
implored of her to accompanv him out 
into the yard where they could discuss 
their marriage, Peterson claiming that 
they were engaged. 
He Fir«a m B«volv«r. 


Sbe refused to go with him and be 
arose to his feet, walked to his coat, 
which was hanging on the wall, and 
took the revolver from his coat pocket. 
Unobserved by anyone he walked back 
to the sofa and without a word iired the 
shot. He then raised the revolver to 
his head but before he could pull the 
trigger Mrs. Harris had knocked his 
arm out of range and Mr. Harris, who 
was up stairs sleeping, was upon the 
scene and prevented the continuation 
of the tragedy. Dr. Tutton was sum­ 
moned and upon examination assured 
the young Uiay and her parents that 
there was no danger. The bullet was 
fired from a 32 calibre revolver, pur­ 
chased by Peterson Sunday morning 
at Jackson’s store. 


Pct«rMii Tclli Hli Story. 


When seen at the jail Sunday even­ 
ing by a News reporter Peterson was 
paralyzed with grief and his story was 
interrupted by frequent weeping tits. 
He supposed he had killed Miss Harris 
and his greatest sorrow was that he was 
alive. He is a Swede anu his version 
of the tragedy and the facts leading: up 
to it were repeated in broken English. 
He has been in the employ of Seely 
McCord, working on a farm near the 
city and is recommended as being in­ 
dustrious and sober. He said to The 
N e w s ; 


•‘I have known Miss Harris for two 
years. 
The tirst year of our acquain­ 
tance was YHvy happy and the girl 
accepted an engagement ring from me, 
1 also gave her a gold watch and con­ 
siderable money. 
A little less than a 
year ago she showed a disposition not 
to discuss our marriage and always 
flanned to have some one with her so 
could not be eonftdential with iier. 
Jt was impossible for me to s^e her 
alone and ray life has been a torment 
ever since. 
I observyed that she did 
not love me as much as at ftrst. I loved 
her very much and I was determined 


that if I could not get her no one else 
would have her. 
I thought she was 
beginning to love someone else and it 
made me feel very badly. 
I decided 
Sunday that if she still treated me 
coldly I would kill her and myself so I 
got a revolver Sunday morning and 
went back to the house where she 
lives. 
You know the rest. ” 


Miss Harris says that if she was im­ 
pressed that her life in the future was 
to be as miserable as it has been the 
last year she would not care to live. 
She said that Peterson tormented her 
continually with his attentions. 
Waivcf KxamUuitloii. 


Peterson was brought before Justice 
Cady this morning fora preliminftry 
hearing. 
A complaint charging him 
with assault with intent to murder was 
lodged against him. 
Attorney V. aM. 
Gore appeared in his behalf. Peterson 
waived examination and w^as held to 
the circuit court.. He is about 40 years 
of age and Miss Harris is 18. 
It ap­ 
pears that the patients of Miss Harris 
favored their daughter’s marriage with 
Peterson but that the daughter know­ 
ing the insanely jealous disnosition of 
Peterson was afraid he would harm her 
after she became his wife. 
Peterson 
objected to her walking on the street 
with her cousin. Peterson had a fixed 
expression as he sat in Justice Cady’s 
court room this morning, an expression 
not of terror, but of stony despair.

FcAlowing are those w'ho succumbed 
to the heat of the weather. The total 
deaths are nine and the prostrations 
were tw enty-el^t, three of which are 
probably fatal: Simon Koosents, Celia 
Halis, Albert Kath, George Williams, 
Mrs. Emma Zareal, JameeCudahy, Sam­ 
uel Walczler, Adolph Valkner and C. 
Taylor. Tlie total number of death« In 
the last four days attributable to the 
heat was twenty-seven, and there were 
1.18 prostrations, some of which may 
prove fatal.

DKATH AT A PRIVATK CELEBKATION. 


Prominent Chicagoan KilltNl W hll« Set­ 
ting o f f*lrework». 


Now Bedford, MaS.s., July 6.—Henry 
B. Stone, formerly president of the Chi 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
and president of the Chicago Telephone 
company, was Instfuntly killed at Non- 
quitt yesterday morning by an explo­ 
sion* of Arew'orks. Stone with his fam­ 
ily and other summer r^idents of Non* 
Qultt wer<t celebrating the holiday with 
a handsome display of day flreworks. 
Among them was a mine which was so 
devised a« to scatter paper animals of 
vairious colors. 
Stone had applied the 
toroh to this piece, but for some reason 
it did not appear as if the spark was 
going to reach the mine. 
Stono ad­ 
vanced and took the piece up in his 
hands, ^hen it exploded, striking him 
full in the ^ e . His features were bad­ 
ly mutilated and he sustained a com­ 
pound fracture of the skull. 


His friends who were present cannot 
tell Just how the accident occurred. One 
gentlenmn who was presc^nt states that 
w’hen the i>omb did not at once go ofE 
and seenved as If it was not going to. 
Stone took it in his hands, holding It 
quite close to his face, presumably to 
fan the spark Into a blaze by blowing 
upon it. 
Before the party had fairly 
turned to view' the explosion they were 
;horrlfled to see Stone drop to the ground 
amid a crash and voluniei of flame and 
•moke. 
A physician was immediately 
called, but nothing could be done. Mr. 
Btone having been instantly killed by 
the shock.

The men 
were on a float In the middle of the 
river and had been drinking freely. 
Malone was arranging some fireworks 
when he slipped and fell into the river. 
He went under the float and came up 
on the other Hide. 


As he did so 
Nolan saw him and 
jumped Into the water. Hardly had he 
•truck the water when Malone grasped 
him with a drowning man's clutch and 
SNolan was unable to loosen his hold. 
Both men sank before the accident was 
known to those on shore or in boats 
near by, and the first intimation the 
spectators had that anything was wrong 
was the delay in the programme.

Australia certainly bolds the palm for 
ineer and nncouth animals, says The 
Literary Digest. Chief among these is 
the dnckbill or omithorhynchns, which 
Sydney Smith described as *'a kind of 
mole with webbed teet and the bill of a 
duck, which agitated Sir Joseph Banks 
and rendered him miserable from his 
utter inability to decide whether it was 
a bird or a beast. ” It was only recently 
that it was proved beyond a doubt that 
this curious animal lays eggs like a 
bird, though this had long been reported 
by travelers. Now comes the news that 
it has a sling on its hind leg, capable of 
killing by its poisonous effects. 
We 
quote from The Lancet: 


**For a long time it was considered to 
be qnite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of offense, although the hind 
legs of the males were armed with a 
powerful spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad­ 
vanced that this might be a weapon al­ 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
■corpions and bees, all of which possess 
sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one set of observers asserted 
that this was the case, another set de­ 
nied it, and so 1^. Stuart determined to 
solve this question, if possible. He re­ 
ceived two independent accounts which 
coincided perfectly, and from them he 
eonclndes that, at certain seasons at all 
events, the secretion is virulently poi- 
sonona The mode of attack is not by 
■cratching, but bv lateral inward move­ 
ments of the hino lega Two oases are 
reported in doga One dog was ‘steng* 
three times, the symptoms mneh resem­ 
bling those of bee or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but there were no tremors, con­ 
vulsions or staggering. It is worthy of 
note that a certsdo immunity seems ob­ 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the ani­ 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. The symptoms were the same as 
in the dog. No deaths are reported in 
human beings, tot four in doga*'
